Jerome Agent Who Was with Wounded . 


Man ‘Also ‘Was Shot At Recently— 
Many. Arrests Made. 


During a fight which followed a disagree- 
ment over a dinner bill last night in» the 
Black Cat Café, 551 West Broadway, near 
Bleecker Street, Detective Sergeant Will- 
iam D. Welsh, who is attached to the Dis- 
trict Attorney's -office, was shot through 
the neck. He is said to be dying in St. 
Vincent's Hospital, where he was removed, 

Gabriel Arne, twenty-two years old, a 
kitchen helper employed in the restaurant, 
who lives at 153 West Twenty-eighth.Street, 
is locked up tn the Mercer Street Station, 
charged wtih the shooting, having, it -is 
said, been identified by Welsh as the man 
who. shot him. 

Francois Cherterre, the proprietor of the 
restaurant, and twelve waiters, cooks, and 
kitchen helpers also are in the Mercer Street 
Station, being detained as witnesses. — 

Welsh was one of a party of four men 
who had gone into the restaurant to dine. 
His companions .were Deputy Assistant 
District ‘Attorney Robert -8. Johnstone, 
County Detective John M. O'Shea, and 
John Hutchins, a friend of Welsh. 

Detective O’Shea, while miaking a raid 
about ten days ago on an alleged disor- 
derly house in Bleecker Street, was fired at 
by some person.

disabled. The St. Louis made signals to~ 
the South Shoal Lightship, but a heavy 
gale was blowing. and it was impossible 
to make. them out from ‘shore./,As she is 
not equipped with the wireless telegraph 
apparatus, the liner was unable to get into 
communication. with the Marconi stations 
at Nantucket and Sagaponack. 

From the very slow rate at which the 
St. Louls was. traveling, it was assumed 
trouble was with her boilers, 
which. have béen in a leaky condition for 
some time. The Nantucket observers were 
confident that she was under control, for 
the signals displayed were not understood 
as signals of distress, and it is inferred 
-that lack of steaming power was responsi- 
ble both for her delay. and. for her slow 
progress ‘at the time she-was sighted. 

Officials of the American Line do not 
think the vessel will be able to dock before 
this afternoon. It was estimated,. however, 
at the time the liner was first sighted 
that she was not making, at the most lib- 
eral calculation,, more than ten knots an 
hour. The distance. between Nantucket 
and Sandy: Hook on the course which the 
St. Louis will take is 193- miles, and it is 
14 miles from Sandy Hook to Quarantine.

WAR OF RIVAL UNIONS. 


Shoe Workers’ Strike at Lynn, Mass., 
Ensues—Knights of Labor Accused 
of Bad Faith. 


LYNN, Mass., Jan. 16.—What may prove 
to be the ‘most severe labor conflict in the 
history of Lynn shoemaking was begun 
here to-day when in nine factories the cut- 
ters went on strike, in accordance with 
instructions given by the Shoecutters’ As- 
sembly, Knights of Labor. The strike 
follows the presentation by the Knights of 
Labor cutters of a new price list, which 
action, it. is claimed, violates a contract 
made between the manufacturers’ and the 
Boot and Shoe Workers’ Union. This con- 
tract, it is said, by agreement the Knights 
of Labor cutters also accepted. 

The re&l issue is one of authority be- 


tween the Cutters’ Union of the Knights 
of Labor and the Boot and Shoe.Workers’ 
Union. All the factories involved are those 
using the union label under the agreement 
se the cutters are said to have vioe- 


lated. 

The striking cutters number about 200 
men. As almost every other department is 
dependent upon the re for. their work- 
ing material,.upward o shoe employ- 
es are indirectly ‘involved in the se danger 
and a complete shutdown of factories is 
threatened.

— This the union claims it can read-

A surprise to both sides was given during 
the forenoon by the women stitchers at 
the.George E. Nicholson Company factory, 
who after the cutters had gone out also 
struck. They are members of the. Boot 
and Shoe Workers’ Union, but struck in 
support of the Knights of Labor cutters 
because their union demands dues which 
they consider too high. Subsequently the 
stitchers in two other factories—150 in all— 


ruck. 

The Knights of Labor leaders -make no 
secret that the trouble here may extend 
to Haverhill, RFrockton, and other shoe 
centres. The union boot and shoe work- 
ers accuse the Kuights of Labor members 
not only of bad faith ‘n breaking the a 
ment as to hyena but say that their move 
was prompted by a desire to break away 
from annt re compact, under which, it is 
alleged, they promised to merge with the 
boot and shoe workers under certain con- 
ditions which the Jatter have fulfilled.

At the annual’ dinner of the New York 
Lehigh Club, at the University Club, last 
evening, a perceptible etho of the coal 
strike of last Summer interrupted the open- 
ing speech of the toastuiaster, H. F. J. 
Porter, Vice-President of the Lehigh Club, 
the toastmaster, was discussing the sub- 
ject of education and the obligation educa- 
tors were under to help labor and capital to 
settle their disputes.

“will addresse themselves to this problem.

A decision ofinterest and importance to 
real estate brokers, in the,case of Morris 
Grcssman, appellant, ys. Jacob Caminez and 
Simon Berg, respondents, written by Su- 
preme Court Justice John Woodward, was 
handed down yesterday tn the Appellate 
Division, Supreme’ Court, Second Depart- 
mént. It revokes the judgment of the Mu- 
nicipai Court appealed from and orders a 
new l, costs to abide its issue:

"QUEEN VICTORIA.

A Mere Glance at Certain Note- 
worthy Chapters of Sidney 
Lee's Biography.* 


——_iIDNEY LEE remarks in the 
| 7 preface to his biography of 
~ Queen Victoria that “ the 
circumstance of politics is, 
to a large extent, the scenery 
of every sovereign’s biog- 

raphy, but it is the duty of a 
biographer, sternly to subordinate his 
Scenery to the actor who is alone his-first 
concern.”” Mr. Lee’s biography, as already 
announced, is an amplification of his arti- 
cle on the same subject.in the third vol- 
ume of the supplement to the Dictionary 
of Nationa} Biography. One cannot err in 
giving Mr. Lee credit for the utmost dill- 
gence, accuracy and zea! im all his work. 
His ampie bibliography, appended to the 
present volume, and his formidable array 
of notes, indicate that he has consulted a 
vast body of Victorian fiterature and books 
of reference in preparing himself for the 
work. He says “‘ most of the printed tes- 
timony has the advantage of a remarkable 
frankness. The statesmen of the Queen's 
reign who gave their memoirs to the world 
showed little reticence im describing their 
intercourse with their sovereign. Nor were 
journalists holding responsible positions in 
the early and middle years: of her career 
timorous in their notices of the Queen's 
life, or in their comments on important pas- 
sages in it. They interpreted very lib@ally 
the principle of the freedom of the press.” 

This same quality of franknéss which Mr. 
Lee has found in the “ printed testimony” 
is a striking characteristic of his own 
book. He probably has written it, as he 
says, “in a spirit of sympathy as well as 
of justice,”” and to “those who honor the 
Queen's memory aright”’’ he points out 
that “truth with her was an enduring pas- 
sion.” 

A critical examination of Mr. Lee’s book 
is necessarily deferred. Such a review 
need not be set forth in many words, but 
both time and labor are needed to prepare 
for it, and the volume is just fresh from 
the presses. The object of this hasty 
notice, therefore, is not to consider the 
book in its relation to ,other historical 
work concerning the same epoch, not, in- 
deed, to treat of it as history at all, but to 
giance through some of its chapters and 
quote passages here and there in which 
Mr. Lee puts some incident in a new light 
or deals in a newer and franker way of 
some trait of Victoria's character. 


Queen's parentage, her birth, and her early 
life are set forth in the most interesting 
and coherent way. Mr. Lee seefiis to us 
to throw some new light on the character 
of Victoria’s father, the Duke of Kent, 
‘harassed nearly all his life by creditors, 
out of sorts with the world, and on terms 
none too good’ with the Court.

For example, he says: “ By means 
of the dictionary one unfamiliar with fi, 
nance may promptly and adequately in- 
form himself on any financial subject.” 
This may be true, but it suggésts uncon- 
scious exaggeration. We imagine that 
after the most careful perusal of its pages, 
more or less absorbing according to the 
point of view, the reader unfamillar with 
finance might discover if he undertook to 
apply his newly-acquired wisdom that 
there were several things connected with 
practical finance concerning which his 
breadth of misconception and the compre- 
hensiveness of his misinformation were 
about equal. It would need more ‘than 
definitions to accomplish all the benefits 
which the author promsies the reader. 

As to these definitions, they would seem 
to be more or less useful according to the 
reader's purpose. Such as relate to the 
customary abbreviations of the stock ticker 
will materially assist the novice in reading 
the tape—if that is of advantage to him. 
The writer once dropped into a saloon. in 
Leadville and watched a game in progress 
which to the novice was in no respect self- 
explanatory. Sums were won and lost in 
what appeared to be a perfectly arbitrary 
way, but as all in Interest seemed satisfied 
such fluctuations of fortune were probably 
in aceordance with the rules of the game 
and represented the working out of its 
combinations.

Rufus Gordon, the father, wants his 
gon to enter into a mercantile career. 
George declines, and determines to devoté 
his life to the welfare of the poor and 
needy. Hope Hcuse is to be his home. In 
Grace Atherten the author has drawn the 
picture of a noble woman whose life is 
devoted to charity. It is Miss Atherton who 
has Hope House under her charge. Barton, 
who finds empleyment on a newspaper, 
tries his best to induce Gerdon to join the 
editorial staff and to write up the tene- 
ment subject. Mr. Harris, the proprietor of 
The News, a journal of the yellowest hue, 
wants te engage Gerdon’s services. 

Mr. Sheldon’s sketch of the owner of The 
News is a capital one. Mr. Harris cares 
net a penny for the slums or their misery; 
all he strives for is to increase the circula- 
tion of his abominable sheet. If he could 
only bring about a riot an extra edition of 
his paper would be sold. Mr. Sheidon has 
been courageous enough to copy some of 
the headlines found any day tn certain New 
York or Chicago papers. Gordon sees 
through -Harris’s motives and declines his 
offer. Publicity may be a good thing, but 
not misrepresentation. 

Gordon is in tove with Luella Marsh. He 
asks her te share his life. A honeymoon 
passed in Hope Heuse has no attractions 
for ther. She declines. Probably most 
young ladies would de the same thing. Then 
Gerdon takes up his permanent abode in 
the worst tenement quarter of the crowded 
city. There are accurate descriptions of the 
miseries of the poor, the squalor of their 
surroundings. There is a terrible fire, re- 
suiting in the loss of life of many of the 
children. Gordon {finds out that it is the 
father of Luella who is the owner of the 
very worst of tlic tenements, the one in 
which the major part of the children were 
burned toe death. Several times in his in- 
vestigations Gorden comes across ‘Tom- 
my” Randall, whe is the satrap of the 
ward. By dint of hard work Gordon has at 
his command a large sum of money to be 
used to forward his philanthropic purposes. 
Besides erecting decent dwellings, Miss Ath- 
erton wants te have a playground for the 
children. Then “Tommy” interferes. He 
buys up some of the burned digtrict and is 
about to erect tenement houses just as 
wretched as these which have been de- 
streyed by the fire: Then Gordon faces 
“Tommy,” and finally, after a hard strug- 
gie, the schemes of ‘‘ Tommy” are defeat- 
ed. Gorden atmest succumbs from in- 
cessant toil and trouble. 

Will Luella marry him? Her sympathies 
are with him, but without being worldly 
she still hesitates. Anyhow, though the 
fight was a long one, it is Gordon who at 
last comes out the victor. There are per- 
sonages introduced which bear a strong re- 
semblance to some who are now engaged in 
the fight for supremacy of the law.

Professor Simonds on the Method 
of Studying English Literature.* 


SS material for study the Pro- 
fessor of English literature in 
Knox College has written a 


special volume.in which there . 


puss in review all the lead- 
ing English men of letters, 
from Beowulf to Browning. 
in the introductory chapter the author 
preseuts the Anglo-Saxqn period. Of the 
poetry of this early time he says that 
its Yough vigor and intense strength 
impress the reader, With the establish- 
ment of Christianity in Britain came a new 
epoch. It was in vérse>that English fit- 
erature had tts beginnings. In the his- 
tory. of letters it is poetry that leads and 
becomes ‘“‘almost the spontaneous form 
adopted by those who were moved to ex- 
press thought or emotion with any effort 
toward artistic expression.” 

The true dawn of English literature set 
in with the Norman Conquest. “ The 
English gleeman now gave place _ to 
the Norman minstrel, and tales of French 
negroes, sung in foreign tongue, were 
heard in the banqueting halls of the no- 
bles.” The grim Saxon in his poetry 
only told of war and strife. It was bat- 
tle not beauty that pleased him. “ There 
had never been a word uttered of the ten- 
derer passion of love, there had been no 
recognition of woman's subtle power in the 
hearts and lives-of men, until the Norman 
peets had introduced their forms of court- 
ly gallantry, had sung devotion of knight 
to lady, and had spoken of the rewards of 
love.”’ 

The great, the solid beginning of Eng- 
lish literature was built up when Geoffrey 
Chaucer wrote, and “The Canterbury 
Tales "’ is the undisputed masterpiece. Lit- 
erature had but a sluggish way after 
Chaucer until there came the great out- 
burst of the Elizabéthan period.

Col. McClure’s political papers have given 
in general form what he now presents, sur- 

rounded by recollections of personal im- 

port. Formerly the individuality of the 

writer was somewhat overshadowed by the 
prominence of his subjects. Here the 
author, is first, and the reader sees Gen- 
erals, statesmen, politicians, as well as 
actors and editors, through his eyes and 
bound more or less by his personal con- 
tact. The main point is that from first 
to last he furnishes new and fresh~ con- 
tributions to the history of the country 
outside the ordinary lines of historical 
record. and principally in the fields of po- 

ittical and social development. . 

With an accurate knowledge of large 
forces and influences, and with a perfect- 
ly justifiable egotism, Col. McClure at the 
beginning briefly outlines the great de- 
velopment through which the Unitea States 
has passed in the last half century, and 


jeamakes the way clear for an appreciation 


of’ how the men he knew contributed to 
this development. 

Unlike the writers of most memoirs, Col. 
McClure does mot write from the past for- 
ward, but from the present backward. Thus 
in the earlier chapters we have reminis- 
cences of the McKinley and Cleveland Ad- 
ministrations. The civil war forms the 
middle ground, while the times of Webster 
and Sumner are well toward the end of the 
volume. But notwithstanding this general 
scheme, the contributions are, for the most 
part, random—penned when the author was 
in a particular mood for a particular 
theme, and ged in the book as they 
were written.

THE BORGIA POPE. 


This week we give space, 
which can ill be’ spared, in view of the 
many other subjects of interest, some 
more distinctly literary, which press for 
consideration, to a final installment of 
communications concerning Mr. William 
Roscoe Thayer’s estimate of the charac- 
ter of the Borgia Pope. Mr. Thayer's 
well-grounded statements in his admira- 
ble review of the first volume of the 
Cambridge Modern History called forth 
some letters, the publication of which 
inevitably ‘and quite properly drew a 
reply from Mr. Thayer. This was 
printed last week, and surely met the 
accusations of unfairness against him 
vigorously, sensibly, and conclusively, 
and, in the circumstances, with suffi- 
cient urbanity. 

We can find reom this week for only a 
small selection of late letters on this 
subject, the discussion of which we must 
now request our readers to discontinue; 
for it might be prolonged indefinitely 
without profitable result, and though, as 
it seems to us, Mr, Thayer’s arguments 
carry conviction with them, yet now, as 
ever, “he that complies against his 
will is of the same opinion still.” The 
discussion began over a literary point, 
but it threatens to wax theological and 
sectarian, and must now discontinue, or 
such of the disputants as are eager to 
continue it must find another and less 
crowded arena for their purpose.

The New Montaigne. 


The ample page and handsome, clear type 
of the new edition of “The Essays of 
Montaigne,” (Boston, Houghton, Mifflin & 
Co., $120 per set,) will satisfy those few 
collectors who have been forehanded 
enough to secure copies. The edition of 
2530 copies was practically sold before pub- 
lication. Typographically, and in every 
other mechanical respect, admirable, the 
new Montaigne is also a fine example of 
literary scholarship. The editor, George 
B. Ives, has adhered closely to the third 
edition (16382) of the translation of “ Still 
Resolute John Florio,” slightly changing 
the language in a comparatively small 
number of cases; but a different system 
of punctuation has been adopted. The 
marginal references in the third edition 
of Florio have all been revised and cor- 
rected. Mr. Ives divides his “notes” into 
three classes, those which relate to the 
text, those which relate to Montaigne’s 
authorities, and “ miscellaneous.”’ 





A Volume on Socialism 


John Graliam Brooks’s book on labor and 
Socialistic movements, entitled “‘The So- 
cial Unrest,” has been published this 
week by the Macmillan Company. The 
author traces the social unrest chiefly 
to economic changes, as they bear upon 
political and social ideals, and it is peculiar 
on account of the apparent conflict be- 
tween commercial and political aspirations. 
Mr. Brooks carefully analyzes Soclalism 
and its two highest points of development 
—political Socialism in Germany and eco- 
nomic Socialism in Beigium. The author 
believes that. society is enabled to co- 
operate with Socialism through the trans- 
formation in its practical aims. The book 
contains chapters on “ Politics and Busi- 
ness,” ‘‘The Social Unrest,” “The Eco- 
nomic Significance of the Social Question,’’ 
“Socialism; History and Theory,” and 
“Machinery versus Man. and Society.”’ 





“Who's Who” for 1905. 


The Macmillan Company has just pub- 
lished the new “‘ Who’s Who,” which now 
reaches its fifty-fifth issue. In its 1,532 
pages it gives the names of everybody who 
is anybody in England, as well as of too 
many who are nobodies anywhere. Still, 
it is now the only publication of its kind in 
Great Britain, and can afford to take some 


| liberties with a patient public. The many

100 and more pages of the first part have 
been cut down with each succeeding issue, 
until this time fhey have been thrown out 
entirely.

Dr. Gould bravely. starts out to “ his- 
torically envisage,’’ by medical description, 
the lives of Dé Quincey, Carlyle, Darwin, 
Huxley, and Browning. He admits that 
there is “an almost utter lack of clinical 
data” to go upon, and that he can only 
“ catch glimpses, faint and fleeting, of the 
facts through the incidental, unintended, 
and medically crude allusions of friends, or 
of the poor patients as they groan and sigh 
under the load of their uncomprehended af- 
flictions."’ 

We are led to infer that Dr. Gould re- 
stricts his biographic clinics to these “ five 
of the greatest geniuses of England,” be- 
cause their malady was “eyestrain,” and 
that is his specialty. ‘“‘ The field,” he de- 
clares, “will be found untilled and pro- 
ductive by specialists in other departments 
in medicine."” But “ eyestrain” has had a 
“subtle and astonishing influence upon 
character, upon-lIiterature, and even upon 
history.” He pauses to wonder what his 
five great geniuses could not have done 
“if this morbidizing horror had not clutched 
their hearts with its palsying and despoil- 
ing hand.” 

In fact, one-tenth of all the persons in 
the world who are compelled t work with 
their eyes are, according to this alarming 
authority, having havoc played with their 
minds, dispositions, and work-a-day lives 
by this unrecognized disease. Astigmatism 
and its accompanying evils are factors in 
the drink problem, the labor problem, and 
all social disturbances. 


Dr. Gould’s method of procedure, in the 
body of his book, is to group together 
such statements relating to the ill-health 
of each of his subjects, found in biogra- 
phies and letters, as suit his purpose, and 
then to emphasize by sophisticated and elo- 
quent argument the testimony thus ob- 
tained. Thus we learn that De Quincey’s 
famous twitchings in the region of the 
stomach and his earlier pains in the head, 
suppesed to be caused by a blow, were 
symptoms of eyestrain. On the other hand, 
his addiction to the opium habit was the 
result of eyestrain. The malady began in 
his case in his fourteenth year, when he 
had already read and studied far too much, 
and had become perhaps the finest Greek 
scholar in Burope. Dr. Gould points trium- 
phantly to the assured fact that, in his 
later years, De Quincey used but one eye 
while reading and writing, though he could 
use both, without difficulty, in looking at 
distant objects.

Having proved to his own satisfaction, 
and certainiy in an exceedingly readable 
and interesting way, that these five fa-

Did any one ever know _a man 
who had read “ Paradise Regained,” except 
in order to be able to boast of that athietic 
feat? And as for Milton's prose works, 
which we all unhesitatingly assert to be 
unequaled in grandeur and beauty, do any 
of us read them for the second time? Had 
the “Nova Solyma”™ been written by any 
one except Milton, no one would dream of 
reading it, or, rather, of attempting to read 
it; for I do not believe that any reader will 
faithfully go through the whole book unless 
he is suffering from ,insomnia and is in 
search of something to put him to sleep. 
It ts to the last degree tedious and unprofit- 
able. If the average Vassar girl could not 
write a book after the same pattern that 
would be less tedious, then-the higher edu- 
cation of women is a failure. 2 

Doubtless Milton was a great poet, per- 
haps the greatest of English -poets, but 
why should we pretend to enjoy his pond- 
erous prose writings, with their tiresome 
Latin, when, as a matter of~ fact, we 
cannot read them except as a duty? 
Doubtless there afe many persons whe 
will insist that the “ Nova Solyma” is a 
great work and one which every of 
taste must admire, but that will not alter 
the fact that it is deadly dull.

Trai of the Indians. 
HISTORIC HIGHWAYS OF AMERICA. 
Vol. Il. Imd@ian Thoroughfares. Archer 


“ Historic Highways of America” is the 
title of a series of sixteen volumes to be 
issued by Archer Butler Hulbert, the au- 
thor of “The Queen of Quelparte.”” The 
first volume, called “Paths of Mound- 
Bullding Indians, and Great Game Ani- 
mais’ was reviewed Noy. 1. The second 
volume is entitled, “Indiam Thorough- 
fares." The nature, appearance and char- 
acteristic of the highways of the American 
Indians are told, showing the various trails 
threading the great:-American forests, and 
describing the five famous thoroughfares 
from tidewater to the Mississippi Basin. 
The important highways of the Middle 
West are elaborately described, the trails | 
are classified, the various uses of the hunt- 
ing, war, portage, river and trade trails 
are shown. ‘There are three highly interest- 
ing maps—a_fac-simile of Guy Johnson's 
maps of the country of the Six Nations, 
dated 1771; one of Heckewelder’s maps of 
Northeastern Ohio, made-in 1796; and one 
based on Hutchin’s maps, showing the In- 
dian thoroughfares of Eastern Ohio and 
Western Pennsylvania. Three photographs 
of old trails as they look in the guise of 
medern roads serve to bring home the 
author’s point, that every important modern 
highway, whether for wagon or locomotive, 
is laid out on the line of the paths first 
broken by prehistoric Indian Nations, and 
even before that, by the migrating herds 
of buffaloes. 

As he says truly, it is not of Nattonal 
importance that there was a Wilderness 
Road to Kentucky, but it is of utmost im- 
portance that a road through Cumberland 
Gap made possible the settlement of Ken-* 
| tucky, in that Kentucky held the Missis- 
sippi River for the feeble colonies through 
days when everything in the West and the 
whole future of the American Republic lay 
in a trembling balance. It ts not of great 
importance that there was a Nemacolin’s 
Path across the Alleghanies, but if one can 
for a moment picture that terrible night's 
march Washington made from Fort Neces- 
sity when’ the French scouting party was 
run to cover at last by Half King’s Indians, 
it will be possible to realize far better than 
ever before the true story ef the first cam- 
paign of the war which won America for 
England. t that whole half- 
century of conflict in the Central West the 
lines of conquest were the lines of the 
eaflier routes of travel.

INSURAWOS AND CRIME. A Consideration 
Effects upon Society of the Abuses 


The consideration of insurance as a pro- 
ducer of morbid conditions tn society of- 
fers a comparatively fresh field for critical 
investigation, and Mr. Campbell has pro- 
duced a book which is likely to be rated as 
a contribution of unusual ititerest to insur- 
ance literature. It is not a law book com- 
piled from legal precedents and court pro- 
ceedings, but its value te the lawyer who 
specializes in the line of the large and 
growing field of insurance litigation will 
find it Of unusual value and interest. The 
connection between insurance and crime 
has existed from the inception of the busi- 
ness, but, as the author claims it has never 

before Been studied in the same thorough 
and painstaking manner, we presume we 
must accept the fact on his assurance, as 


one could not have compiled so considera-- 


ble a volume without knowing the bibliog- 


raphy of the subject. The object of the study - 


is not to discredit insurance or to dispar- 
age those who engage in it as a business, 
although a truthful narrative of the opera- 
tions of Lioyds in London might appear to 
warrant the conclusion that Hs tendency 
of development is largely in the direction 
of crooked gambling. The place which the 
principle of insurance holds in the business 
‘and social economy of modern life makes 
it the duty of those connected with it to do 
all that may be done to azsist in eradicat- 
ing any taint from it resulting from the 
temptation it constantly and necessarily 
offers to mercenary crime. The chapter on 
the nature of insurance is admirable. It 
dismisses all illusions and pretences, and 
presents “the basic fact that it neither 
creates nor replaces anything of value 
and is not desigtiéd to avert disaster nor to 
afford a profit. 

The crime to which it gives rise is the re- 
sult of a desire to divert insurance from 
its true purpose and make it a source of 
profit to insurer or insured. Every one 
who buyg or sells insurance could study 
this presentation of the matter in the in- 
telligible detail which characterizes Mr. 
Campbell's book with tangible profit to 

. His 
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panies. If there was no fire insurance ob- 
tainable, the annual fire losses of the 
United States would probably not be much 
over 1 per cent. of what they now av- 
erage.

THE IE BAKER'S BOOK. A Practica? Hand- 
of Baking All

It is good to know that according to the 
‘* Deipnosophists of Athenaeus,” the Greeks 
had at their disposal po less than sixty-two 
varieties of bread. That tablet in the Ber- 
lin Museum is appetizing, for it shows an 
Egyptiau repast. There, cut on the stone, 
some 8,200 years ago, are loaves of bread, 
a couple of boftles—whether containing 
water or wine or beer archaeologists have 
not informed us—But there is positive- 
ly a roasted goose. You cannot trace back | 
bread to its origin. In the “ Baker’s Book,” 
there is much that is interesting relative 
to the art of making the “staff of life.” 
Were bakers more courageous than tailors? 
In the annals or the breadmakers there 
are any number of stories telling of their 
prowess, as how well they fought when 
Vienna was surrounded by the Turks. 
There is one fine stery of Frau Schultsch, 
‘the bread baker, and how she bearded the 
mighty Duke of M tz. The 
Duke had a | way of consuming ‘ S  Stuten 
and Zw * and not paying for them. 
Then the BR irate Woman told the 
Duke to his face that unless he settled up 
promptly for his Stuten and Zwieback she 
would cut off his supplies. Whether his 
Grace paid the baker's bill is not, however, 
stated. 

We must confess that we should like to 
have had more fully represented the his- 
tory of pumpernickel. We are told that it 
is made out of coarse rye flour unbolted. 
There ig a story about an old wall some- 
where’ in Westphalia which was being de- 
molished. The workmen, armed with picks, 
found that certain parts of the wall were 
almost ‘Indestructible. On careful examina- 
tion, loaves of pumpernickel were discov- 
ered incorporated with the blocks of stone. 
Forms of bread or cuke having to do with 
réligion are discussed in the “ Baker's 
Book.’ There are many superstitions hav- 
ing to do with the baking of bread. In some 
parts of the world it is considered 
to fire the oven on-a Good Friday. 
France bread baked on All Sduls’ Day - 
supposed to give a stomachache. The good 
Jew must eat matzoth during the Passover. | 
Good Friday and hot cross buns must come 
together. The author writes that their 
origin is said to date back to the days of 
pagan England, and to have “ played no 
small part in the conversion of the country 
to Christianity.”” Then there is a sad falling 
off from grace, as far as the buns are 
concerned.

The total area of the United Kingdom is 
77,671,000 acres.

As 
to the live stock, in 1901 the number of 
cattle was reduced by 41,000 head, and a 
diminution was recorded in sheep and pigs. 
As to horses, between 1891 and 1901 Eng- 
land imported 824,000 horses. Of course 
the war in Africa caused.a great demand 
for horses.A ieading authority on the sub- 
ject of horses dcclares that the horse-breed- 
ing business “is getting worse every six 
months.’’ The most important of all the 
‘causes for the decline of English agricpl- 
ture and thé one on which Mr. Rider - 
gard unceasingly dwells, is the want of 
labor.

And again Miss Carruth’s busy steps 
stray along that “long path” across the 
Common which the Autocrat and the 
Schoolmistress walked together. “ The 
granite seat,"’ she says, (where they sat 
down to rest together,) “ has been removed 
from the mall, but the gingko tree remains, 
and no doubt its delicate fluttering leaves 
are still whispering love secrets to the 
neighboring tree tops.” 

But ft is the old part of Boston that is 
mcst replete with fictional legend and lore; 
about the wharves cluster many of Coop- 
er’s plots, and since 1720 there has been 
standing on Long Wharf the Salt House, of 
literary interest as being the place where 
Hawthorne wrote ‘‘The Scarlet Letter.”’ 
He used a little back room on the top 
floor, which, we are told, had the only 
window in the upper story that looked out 
on T Wharf, and the ceiling was so low 
that on entering a tall man with a high 
hat had to stoop. 

It grieves one to think that this room, 
which has undergone a series of changes 
and remodelings, is now occupied by a pros- 
perous firm of fish merchants. And time, 
the destroyer, has established a little Ital- 
ian shop in the house where once lived 
Paul Revere, and from which he started 
forth upon his famous midnight ride. 

The author has lecated the old prison 
where Hester Prynne was confined, and in 
its immediate neighborhood was the market 
place, where she stood with ‘the blazoned 
letter on her breast, while not, so very far 
away is the burying ground where she and 
Dimmesdale lie sfde by side in their last, 
long sleep; side by side, “ yet with a space 
tetween, as if the dust of the two sleep- 
ers-had no right to mingle. Yet one tomb- 
stcne served for both."’ 

Of modern fictitious characters, Miss Car- 
ruth has allowed few to escape. Besides

The journal of the forty-first annual 
meeting of the National Educational Asse- 
ciation, held at Minneapolis last July, has 
just appeared. Its 1,000 and more pages 
contain matters of interest to all who are 
even remotely connected with éducation, 
whether college, kindergarten, or physical. 
Among the life Directors of the association 
are President Nicholas Murray Butler of 
Columbia, James H. Canfield, Librarian of 
the same university, United States Com- 
missioner of Education W. T. Harris, and 
State Superintendent of Public Instruction 
Charies R. Skinner. Each of these men 
serves on some’ important committee. 
President William R. Harper of Chicago 
heads the National Council; President 
Benjamin Ide Wheeler of California, the 
department of higher education: then 
there are departments of physical and 
manual training, art, music, business, &c. 
Each branch held its own meetings, which 
are here fully reported. Among the pa- 
pers are President Harper’s on “ The Edu- 
cational Progress of the Year 1901-2,” 
which declares that the former close con- 
nection between the educational move- 
ments of England, the Continent, and our 
own land has at length been severed. 
Dr. Sites’s ‘“‘ Educational Conditions and 
Progress in China’ gives a vivid picture 
of the mental awakening as a result of 
Europgan and specifically English educa- 
tion. President Schurman of Cornell on 
“ Education in the Philippines" makes 
a bit of special pleading for the independ- 
ence of the Filipino. Archbishop Ireland 
speaks on “ Devotion to Truth, the Chief 
Virtue of the Teacher.” The widespread 
interest taken in the society is evident 
from a glance at the 100-page list of mem- 
bers. Every State, Territory, and insular 
possession of the United States is repre- 
sented, and there are members in most of 
the European and South American States
